HOPE THAT THIS MEANS SETTLEMENT OF THE 
IRISH QUESTION. 


The treaty creating the Irish Free State was ratified Satur 
day night by the Dail Eireann by a majority of 7 votes, 64 to 5/ 
The Dail owes its existence to election by the people under 
the terms of the British act of Parliament which defined the con­ 
stituencies, allotted their number and prescribed proportional j 
representation as the method of election. 
The intention of the act, of course, was that members so j 
elected should constitute the Parliament of Southern 
Ireland 
under the Home Rule act of 1920. 
lf that Parliament ever had been constituted it could oon- 
duct elections any time in accordance with provisions 
of the 
statute. 
* 
But all Sinn Fein members refused'to attend the Parliament, 
a preliminary condition of whose existence was allegience to the 
King, and formed the Dail Eireann instead. 
There is none of the customary machinery for conducting 
regular elections. 
By the term? of the treaty, its ratification 
only can be effected, not by the Dail, but by a meeting of mem- j 
bers elected to the Southern Parliament, whether they accepted 
that office or not. 
Under the treaty it is the function of the British Govern­ 
ment to summon the ratifying body, but all steps in that direction 
were postponed until it should be seen from the division of the 
Dail whether it was worth while. 
It is assumed now that the ratification body will be sum­ 
moned immediately, but it is not known if 57 opposing members 
will desire to attend. It is supposed that their complete repudia­ 
tion of the treaty may lead to their absence. 
In that case it is possible that the treaty might be ratified 
by such members as meet; they would number 71 out of a total 
membership of 130. 
There has been discussion as to whether 
this would be regarded as sufficient, but it seems to be plain 
that it is the Government’s intention, particularly in view of the j 
admitted approval of the Irish people, generally to place 
no 
technical obstacle in the way of the treaty. 
It has become apparent Eamon DeValera’s resignation as 
President of the Republic did not take an official form, and the 
outstanding question now is whether he will make effective his 
expressed intention to resign, and if he does not what will be­ 
come of the Dail. 
It is quite evident that ninety per cent of the people favor 
the treaty, as is evidenced from the fact that on Sunday there 
was general rejoicing and that prayers of thanksgiving went up 
from all the churches.
